Army  Chaplains 
May  Now  Take 
Special  Leave 


ATLANTA 


A  new 

regulation  permits  Army  chap¬ 
lains  to  take  up  to  90  days  a 
year  in  administrative  leave 
with  salary,  during  which  they 
can  study,  serve  as  associate 
pastors  of  churches,  and  take" 
part  in  denominational  carnps 
and  assemblies. 

The  regulaiofi  applies  ot  Army 
chaplains  with  at  least  five 
years’  service.  There  are  ap¬ 
proximately  150  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Army  chaplains,  although 
not  all  of  them  would  have  five 
years’  service  and  be  eligible 
for  this  type  leave. 

Chaplains  are  customarily  in¬ 
terested  in  keeping  in  touch 
with  their  denomination  and  in 
taking  part  in  whatever  activi¬ 
ties  they  can  from  time  to  time. 

Churches  which  would  like  to 
have  an  Army  chaplain  as  asso¬ 
ciate  pastor;  Baptist  colleges  or 
seminaries  interested  in  having 
chaplains  study  or  undertake  re¬ 
search  projects  on  their  cam¬ 
puses,  and  state  convention 
boards  wanting  chaplains  for 
assembly  programs  should  con¬ 
tact  the  Chaplains’  Commission, 
Home  Mission  Board,  161  Spring 
St.  N.  W.,  Atlanta. 

Salary  Continues 

While  the  chaplain’s  salary 
continues,  his  travelling  expens¬ 
es  and  other  special  expenses 
must  be  paid  by  the  chaplain 
himself  or  some  church,  college, 
or  denominational  agency. 

Before  any  Southern  Baptist 
chaplain  can  s&ure  administra¬ 
tive  leave,  he  must  have  the 
endorsement  of  the  Chaplains’ 
Commisison  concerning  the  ac¬ 
tivity  in  which  he  will  be  en¬ 
gaged  while  on  administrative 
leave. 

The  Army  must  be  notified  of 
the  chaplain's  intention  to  take 
administrative  leave  from  six 
months  to  a  year  before  he  can 
take  that  leave.

After  Henry  had  gained  for 
him  the  freedom  of  the  prison 
bounds,  Weatherford  managed 
to  raise  five  pounds  of  gold, 
carefully  wrapped  it  in  a  hand¬ 
kerchief,  and  sent  it  to  the  law¬ 
yer  with  the  request  that  he  at¬ 
tempt  to  secure  his  release.

The  rapid  growth  and  change  to  th#  ultra  fhotetn  in  Caracas 
is  not  evident  in  the  field  of  Southern  Baptist  missions.  The 
mission  appears  to  be  one  of  the  weakest  that  oar  party  visited 
in  South  America.  There  are  two  Baptist  churches  in  the  city, 
but  both  are  being  led  by  ministers  who  were  trained  in  Inter¬ 
denominational  schools.  These  two  churches  operate  six  preach¬ 
ing  stations.  The  mission  also  operates  a  very  weak  theological 
institute.  The  National  Baptists  know  little  concerning 
evangelism  and  New  Testament  stewardship,  and  they  practice 
less  than  they  know.  Before  Venezuela  can  become  a  strong 
Baptist  station  there  must  be  growth  in  those,  l*0  Gelds.

THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  LESSON  — 

Paul  Writes  About  Spiritual  Gifts

CONCERNING  SPIRITUAL 
GIFTS 

Bible  Text*:  I.  Corinthians  12-14. 

I.  IN  THE  LESSON  FOR 
LAST  SUNDAY  AND  THIS.  In 
last  Sunday's  lesson  Paul  dealt 
with  the  Lord's  Supper,  or  more 
correctly,  perhaps,  the  Supper 
of  the  Lord,  and  having  dealt 
decisively  and  once  for  all  with 
that  subject,  he  finds  himself 
face  to  face  with  the  larger  sub¬ 
ject  of  public  worship,  and  the 
Interrelationship  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Christian  Uhulch. 

When  In  this  passage  Paul 
speaks  of  “Spiritual  Gifts”  he 
doubtless  means  the  special  en¬ 
dowment  of  abilities  to  perform 
special  kinds  of  Christian  work 
with  which  God  has  graced,  gift¬ 
ed.  endowed  certain  people. 

We  speak  sometimes  of  people 
specially  gifted  with  the  grace 
of  prayer,  as  being  “Powerful 
In  prayer”  as  we  commonly  say, 
gifted  with  song,  or  the  spirit 
of  exhortation,  or  of  consolation, 
of  encouragement  in  the  work 
of  the  Lord.  That  God  does 
specially  endow  certain  people 
with  certain  abilities,  there  can, 
I  think,  be  no  doubt. 

The  people  ran  be  mistaken  in 
thinking  that  God  has  given 
them  special  abilities  in  certain 
lines,  there  are  people  who  are 
almost  certain.  And  that  there 
are  others  who  pretend  to  have 
gifts  they  do  not  possess  there- 
are  alsc%people  who  sincerely 
.believe.  Herein  Paul  under¬ 
takes  to  give  some  directions  as 
to  how  the  real  spiritual  gifts 
are  to  be  sifted  frorq  the  false, 
and  as  to  how  the' genuine  can 
be  sifted  from  the  spurious.

No  man  can  say 
that,  if  he  la  in  control  of  the 
Spirit  of  God.  And  it  Is  equally 
true  that  no  man  can  say,  sin¬ 
cerely,  honestly  truthfully  from 
the  heart,  “Jesus  is  Lord”  but 
In  the  Holy  Spirit.  Of  course, 
an  imposter,  e  hypocrite  can  say 
anything,  anytime,  anywhere. 

Of  course,  sincere  people  may 
be  mistaken.  We  are  told  of  a 
man  in  Tennessee  who  said  the 
Lord  had  told  him  to  ldt  a  rat¬ 
tlesnake  bits  him.  He  did,  but 
the  poor  mas  died.  While  I  was 
living  in  New  Orleans  the  first 
time,  a  woman  In  gathering  of 
her  kind  up  in  Amite  said  the 
Holy  Spirit  had  told  her  to  let 
a  moccasin  kite  her  and  she  did, 
and  did  not  die,  as  I  remember 
it  now,  but  did  lie  at  the  door  of 
death  for  days  together.

“For  the  body 
la  not  one  member,  but  many.” 

Here  he  begins  to  say  that  the 
different  members  of  the  body 
are  completely  inter-dependent. 
Every  member  of  the  body 
needs  all  the  others.  The  eye 
needs  the  ear,  the  feet  needs 
the  hands.  Every  member  of 
the  body  is  there  because  the 
other  members  need  it.  God 
tempered  the  body  together  to 
make  it  the  fine  agent  of  the 
soul  that  it  is.  In  like  manner 
He  set  the  members  in  the  body 
of  Christ,  the  church,  as  the 
whole  body  needs  each  member. 
He  has  set  each  member  in  the 
church  with  a  specific  function 
for  each  to  perform.
